Manpower Program Has 


Been Successful Here 


Back on February 3 of this year, the Rush County Office 
of M anpower Development was opened. The goal of the 
program was to provide tem porary em ploym ent for those 
who had been affected by the current rise in unem ­ 
ploym ent. 
Funded through the Comprehensive Em ploym ent and 
Training Act of 1973, the program w as initially designed to 
employ about 22 people in Rush C ounty.' 
As of this writing over 60 are working in city and 
county governm ent and non-profit organizations. The 
program has been good, from w hatever standpoint one 
choses to view it. People who were out of work are 
working; the city and county have additional m anpower 
previously unavailable; 
positive benefits are being 
realized that will be of value to the entire com m unity. The 
newly painted red, white, and blue shelter buildings in the 
public parks are a result of Manpower w orkers in the 
P arks D epartm ent for exam ple. 
According to Jane Billman, M anpower D irector, the 
credit for the program ’s success largely belongs to the 
Rush County Commissioners. “ It was their foresight in 
realizing that Manpower could help relieve the unem ­ 
ploym ent problem in the county,” she says ” and also 
their concern for the county residents who had lost their 
jobs through no fault of their own.” 
At the present time Manpower workers are employed in 
the following offices and agencies:

L ibrary, the school system , Street D epartm ent, Park

Senior Citizens Services, and various county offices in the 
courthouse. 
“ E veryone benefits through the M anpower P ro g ram ,” 
Mrs. Billm an concluded, “ and in the future we hope that 
we will be able to employ even more people.” 


Judge Grants 
Execution Stay 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (UPI) 
— William Gaddis had only 
three full days plus a few hours 
of life left when 
the 
legal 
m achinery Thursday produced 
a stay of execution for the 
convicted slayer of a police 
man. 
Indiana has not had a legal 
execution in 14 years. 
Gaddis, 
Indianapolis, 
had 
been scheduled to die in the 
Indiana State Prison’s electric 
chair shortly after midnight 
Sunday, 
but 
the judge who 
sentenced 
him last Jan. 
31 
granted 
an 
indefinite 
stay 
Thursday afternoon. 
Warden 
Leo 
Jenkins 
had 
already begun making p rep ara­ 
tions 
for 
the 
electrocution 
scheduled here “before daw n” 
Monday, in compliance with 
state law 
and the sentence 
pronounced by Judge Vincent 
Grogg in Fountain Circuit Court 
at Covington. 
Gaddis 
him self 
Thursday 
petitioned the Indiana Suprem e 
Court for a stay, but in the 
m eantim e, his court-appointed 
attorney, Kent Moore of La 
fayette, contacted Grogg and 
obtained the stay pending a 
formal appeal to the suprem e 
court. Actually what is being 
appealed 
is 
Grogg’s 
earlier 
denial of a motion for a new 
trial. 
Gaddis was convicted of first- 
degree m urder for the slaying 
last Aug. 27 at Crawfordsville 
of police Lt. Russell Baldwin. 
He was shot to death while 
trying to apprehend a man who 
had robbed a grocery store. 
The gunm an eluded a manhunt 
in 
a 
wooded 
area 
near 
Crawfordsville and Gaddis was 
arrested 
the 
following 
day 
while 
hitchhiking 
along 
an 
interstate highway toward In­ 
dianapolis. 
Gaddis 
prepared 
his 
own 
petition to the Indiana Supreme 
Court, apparently with the help 
of prison 
personnel. 
It was 
received 
by 
the high 
court 
around noon Thursday. 
In it, G addis said “ g ra v e 
errors” had been committed 
during his trial. He also said he 
“does not know if the attorney 
assigned to represent him is 
doing anything to obtain a stay 
of ex ec u tio n ” and “ no such 
stay order has been received” 
at the prison. 
A spokesman for the suprem e 
court said that technically the 
high court should not acto n the 


petition because it had received 
no 
transcript 
of 
the 
trial 
proceedings, and at any rate, 
the trial judge should be the 
first contact 
in 
the 
appeal 
process. 
But in the m eantim e, Moore 
m ade c o n tact w ith the tria l 
judge 
and 
Grogg 
promptly 
granted the stay of execution 
until all the proper paper work 
could 
be 
subm itted 
to 
the 
suprem e court and the case 
reviewed. 
Gaddis is the second man to 
gain a stay of execution since 
the legislature rewrote the laws 
on capital punishment. The old 
laws of this and many other 
states were held unconstitution­ 
al by the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Orlando

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Bowen Lines Up Forces In 
Battle With Army Engineers

Gov. Otis Bowen is asking the 
governors of the other 49 states 
to join with him in an effort to 
block 
what 
he 
fears 
may 
become a take-over of many 
state waterways by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 
Bowen 
Thursday 
wrote 
a 
letter to the federal engineers 
stating that instead of expand­ 
ing th e ir au th o rity over the 
waterw ays, he thought legisla­ 
tion should be enacted th at 
would further limit such au­ 
thority. The Indiana governor 
sent copies of his letter to all 
other 
state 
governors 
and 
suggested that at the National 
Governors’ Conference in New 
Orleans, 
June 
8-11, 
some 
specific action might be taken. 
In the letter to the Corps of 
Engineers, Bowen wrote that 
“it is the firm opinion of the 
State of Indiana that the entire 
regulation, including that al­ 
ready 
in 
effect 
and 
that 
proposed, is unwarranted, un­ 
necessary and totally repugnant 
to the state. It is further our 
view 
that 
Congress 
should 
proceed forthwith to amend the 
Rivers and Harbors Act ... and 
all other related federal stat­ 
utes 
so 
as 
to 
limit 
the 
regulatory authority and juris 
diction 
of 
the 
Corps 
of 
Engineers 
to 
those 
waters 
which are commercially navi­ 
gable in fact.” 
A recent federal court deci­ 
sion concerned with dredging in 
coastal waterways had held 
that the Corps should 
take 
jurisdiction “over all waters of 
the United States.” Since then 
the Corps has written to the 
state 
governors 
and 
others 
outlining four possible defini­ 
tions of its authority under this 
court directive and existing 
law. 
The 
U. 
S. 
Environmental 
Protection Agency is supporting 
the definition that would give 
the 
Corps 
control 
over 
all 
w aterw ays, Bowen said. The 
least 
re stric tiv e 
proposal 
among 
the 
four 
was 
that 
supported by the Army Corps 


of 
Engineers 
which 
would 
expand its existing control over 
“all 
navigable 
w aters” 
to 
include the m ajor tributaries of 
those navigable waters. 
Bowen’s position is that the 
1899 
definition 
of 
what 
is 
navigable w ater needs to be 
updated to specify only those 
w aters that are, in fact, now 
navigable. He is proposing that 
the governors band together 
and seek congressional action 
that would limit the Corps’ 
authority. 
The definition that has been 
accepted of the term navigable 
is w aters that have been, are or 
might be navigable, and this is

Indiantown Gap Refugees 


Include All Kinds Of People

(UPI) — For Nguyen Quang 
I Vinh and many other refugees, 
I escape from South Vietnam 
was not only a flight to freedom 
■but 
also 
an 
escape 
from 
^execution. 
Vinh’s 
fears 
were echoed 
time and again Wednesday by 
the 519 V ietnam ese refugees 
Arriving at the nation’s newest 
refugee camp after a 20-hour 
flight from Guam. 
! They are the first of 15,000 
^expected in a 10-day period and 
^seemed more like tourists than 
refugees running for their lives. 
Most of them had western- 
style hair cuts and wore sports 
clothes and blue jeans. Only a 
few were barefoot. Many of the 
children wore shorts and tennis 
shoes. 
Most had small suit cases, 
flight bags or pillow cases in 
which, 
officials 
said, 
they 
carried about everything they 
had. They were middle and 
upper class: businessmen, U.S. 
employes, officials and military 
officers. There were few who 


looked like farm ers or fisher­ 
men. 
They told of narrow escapes 
and loved ones left behind. 
Vinh, 40, who worked for the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development in Saigon, said he 
dodged bombs and Viet Cong 
rocket fire at the Saigon airport 
to get his wife, three children 
and two nephews out of the 
country. 
“The Viet Cong don’t like 
Vietnamese who worked for the 
Americans. I’m sure I would 
have been killed because I 
worked for the Americans,” he 
said in halting English. 
Diep Uuan Thong, 40, a Navy 
officer, said he escaped with 
his wife and three children by 
commandeering a naval vessel. 
“If I had stayed in Saigon I 
would have been killed, and I 
think that my family would 
have been killed, too. So I had 
to leave,” he said. 
A woman cradled a baby in 
her arms and said her husband 
forced her to leave without 
him. She said she did not know 
if he got out. 


Capt. Paul Stoner, leader of a 
Green Beret unit assigned to 
help with initial processing, 
said 80 per cent of the refugees 
spoke English. 
“They 
were 
screened 
on 
Guam to pick out those who 
spoke English so this initial 
group can act as interpreters 
and help out when the rest of 
the refugees arrive,” he said.

50-Mile Rail Trip 
Takes Two Days 


SLEEPY EYE, Minn. (UPI) 
— Youngsters regularly outrun 
the weekly freight train be­ 
tween here and Redwood Falls. 
The roundtrip journey, 
just 
over 50 miles, takes two days. 
The rails and roadbed have 
deteriorated to such an extent 
that the Chicago-Northwestern 
train lurches and sways in 
making its way 26.8 miles at 
speeds not exceeding five miles 
an hour. 
The 
round-trip 
takes 
two 
days, forcing the train crew to 
stay 
overnight 
in 
Redwood 
Falls in southwestern portion of 
the state. 
“ I imagine it’s very boring 
sitting in there going at that 
speed,” says Fred Pfeiffer, who 
retired as Redwood Falls depot 
agent four years ago after 48 
years with the railroad. “It 


probably seems like it takes 
forever. 
“In 
the 
summer 
months 
youngsters running alongside 
the tracks can even outdistance 
the train—for short distances 
anyway.” 
Pfeiffer said the Chicago- 
Northwestern freight traveled 
at speeds of 25 to 30 miles an 
hour 
when 
he 
arrived 
in 
Redwood Falls in 1925. That 
was when there were 
four 
trams daily, six days a week. 
However, as the tracks and 
roadbed became worse, the 
train was forced to slow down. 
Pfeiffer said the freight now 
makes its odyssey only once a 
week during much of the year, 
although it manages the trip 
twice 
a 
week 
during 
the 
harvest season. 
Another former railroad em­ 


ploye said the reason why the 
tracks 
deteriorated 
was 
a 
combination of the lightweight 
rails and the greatly increased 
weights of today’s carloads 
“With the loads they carry in 
cars,” he said, “those 60-pound 
rails bend almost like rubber- 
bands. But, because of the 
amount of freight carried, it 
isn’t practical to replace the 
steel. 
“So there’s no choice but to 
go four to five miles per hour 
or risk a derailment.”

Reached by a clim b along stairs 
lined with the nam e of every 
former service m an entering

Indiana, 
subdued 
lights 
from 
the 
high-domed 
stairstep ceiling 
is 
unusual 
Neglected over the years, heavy 
light fixtures have fallen onto 
threadbare carpeting and newly 
recovered seats in the main 
auditorium. 
The 
surrounding 
grounds are the m ost unusual 
dandelion seed nurseries in the 
state. Plans for rennovation and 
proper landscaping are always 
“ready to happen,” but never 
arrive. 
Needless to say, visitors were 
not welcome on the official state 
holiday. Heavy bronze doors 
w ere firm ly locked ag ain st 
intrusion. Not to be diverted, I 
headed North past the fountain, 
now dry and blocked from ac­ 
cess by heavy iron bars. When

The 50-feet pole at the empty 
monument “dedicated to the 
illustrious dead” was bare. . 
the eternal flam e extinguished. 
Water soaked ribbons from the

a rtific ia l 
flowers, sole rem inder of two 
services held during the 500 
Festival, drooped limply. 
Stooping and rubbing the all 
but obscured script, I read the 
name of Corporal Jam es Bethel 
G resham , a co rp o ra l from 
Evansville, who was the first 
American killed in action in the 
E xpeditionary 
F o rc e 
on 
November 3, 1917. 
Modeled somewhat after the 


Grave of the Unknown Soldiers 
in Arlington, the black marble 
monument had been envisioned 
to contain the last resting place 
of some six to 8 honored Hoosier 
servicem ent. Many claimed the 
Southern Indiana burial site 
would becom e grass choked, 
neglected and forgotten. 
Plans did not materialize, and 
the 
v a c a n t 
crypts 
in 
Indianapolis 
becam e 
a 
“cenotaph,” surrounded by four 
Eagle 
topped 
black 
marble 
pillars. 
Continuing m y search for an 
open War M em orial, I moved to 
the M onument Circle. Again, 
the m em orial was closed to 
visitors 
on 
th e 
M em orial 
Holiday. However, water was 
running in the fountains, and 
well landscaped flower gardens 
surrounded the spire. Although 
state owned, m aintenance of the 
nearby grounds has been turned 
over to the city. 
The 1861 
monument was built to honor 
those serving in the Mexican 
and Civil w ars. 
Moving on to the State House, 
I 
found 
all 
F lag s 
flying, 
although there appeared to be 
doubt as to proper display. The 
Flag on the dome was at full 
staff, while those on the grounds 
and at the State Office building 
continued at half-m ast late in 
the afternoon. 
Deciding to check on Flags 
being flown, I detoured to the 
Riley Towers, a three building 
complex w here the Governor 
has a 
tem porary 
residence. 
Four Am erican 
Flags 
were 
proudly 
d isplayed 
from 
balconies, while the buildings as 
such, m ost businesses and 
apartm ents, lacked poles for 
display. I noticed many new 
structures did not have facilities 
to display a Flag, including the 
new Winona Hospital and most 
new bank buildings. 
Moving on out Meridian, the 
new G o v e rn o r’s 
home 
(no 
longer to be referred to as a 
mansion), 
was nearly done. 
Rollers w ere parked in the 
process 
of 
com pleting 
driveways and parking areas 
Otis and Beth Bowen expect to 
move in d u rin g the week. 
However, 
I could find no 
provisions for a Flag pole in the 
finishing work. 
Adjoining

property is the home of one of

Formation Of The Bible 
Was A Very Long Process

We begin today a series of 
lessons of the formation and 
history of the Bible. How did it 
come into being? What is the 
nature of its authority? What 
value does it 
have 
in 
our 
everyday lives? These are some 
of the questions which 
this 
column will attem pt to answer. 
The Bible, considered quite 
apart from its position as the 
word of God, has a history which 
makes it unique among all 
lite ra ry productions of the 
western world. 
Nearly 
1,400 
years were required for its 
completion. From beginning to 
end it represents the work of 
hundreds of not thousands of 
writers, editors, and copyists. 
The books of the Bible were put

together, taken apart, and re ­ 
assembled many times before 
they assum ed the form in which 
we have them today. Finally, 
every book— indeed every 
v e rse —was 
scrutinized 
for 
hundreds of years before ad ­ 
mission into the “canon”—the 
collection of books considered to 
be authoritative scriputre. 
Bible Formation 
The 1,400-year process of 
Bible formation was conducted 
in four parts. First was the 
creation of an oral tradition— 
the 
sto ries, 
religious 
ob­ 
serv an ces, 
and 
histo rical 
narratives of the News from the 
beginning until the time of King 
David. In the second period, 
from about 900 B.C. to about 600 
B.C., these were reduced to 
written form. During the third 
period, beginning with the Exile 
and lasting until about 200 A D., 
these writings were assembled, 
rewritten, and edited in order to 
explain more clearly the special 
relation of the Jewish people 
with God and to emphasize 
m ore forcefully 
what 
God 
required of his people. 
The 
fourth period, from about IOO 
A D. until the fifth or sixth 
century, was the time in which 


the New Testam ent writings 
were added to complete the 
Bible as we have it today. 
It is impossible to identify the 
great m ajority of the men who 
collectively produced the Bible, 
but scholars in the last thirty 
years or so, by analyzing and 
com paring texts, usages, and 
style, have identified a few of 
the 
m ajo r 
Old 
T estam ent 
writers. The account of the 
beginnings of the Jewish nation 
down to the conquest of Caanan 
was written by a scribe Biblical 
scholars call “J ” because he 
used the word Jehovah for God. 
“ E ” , who called 
the 
Deity 
Elohim, wrote prim arily of the 
northern kingdom of 
Isreal 
“D ” indicates w riters or editors 
who introduced the Book of 
Deuteronomy. “P ” refers to 
priestly w riters who during and 
after the Exile revised earlier 
writings to reflect what they 
considered proper theological 
points of view and ritualistic 
observances. 
The 
first 
of 
the Jew ish 
writings to be accepted into the 
canon were the first five books 
of the Bible, known as the 
T orah, 
or 
P entateuch, 
acknowledged about 400 B C. 
Their function was the estalish- 
ment of the Jewish law, as 
illustrated by the selection from 
Exodus 24 cited for study. By 211 
B C . 
the 
prophetic 
books, 
represented by the selection 
from Jerem iah 36, were con­ 
sidered canonical. After that 
cam e 
the 
poetical 
and 
miscellaneous writings which 
completed the Old Testament. 
Form ation of the 
New Testam ent 
The Old Testam ent was the 
first Christian Bible. Since the 
first Christians were Jews or 
Greeks influenced by Judaism , 
“the law and the prophets” 
were regularly read at church 
services. The first of the gospels 
to be written was Mark, about 70 
A D., and the last was John, 
about HO A D. Meantime the 
letters of Paul had gained an 
increasingly wide circulation. 
T hese, 
to g eth er 
with 
the 
writings of other Christians, 
constituted the nucleus of a 
specific C h ristian lite ra tu re . 
Paul’s letters were probably 
read at church services, but it 
was not until considerably later 


tl)^ the gospels cam e to occupy 
the key roll that they have 
today. 
The formation of the New 
T estam ent cam e about m ore 
slowly. The books which we 
have today, together with a 
large body of other writings, 
w ere analyzed and discussed by 
generations of church fathers 
such as Origen, Eusebius, and 
Athanasius Apostolic origin was 
agreed upon as the standard of 
canonicity, but this was in fact 
m ean in g less because m any 
books of the New Testam ent 
supposedly written by apostles 
were actually written by others. 
F in ally , m any hundreds of 
years after the birth of Christ, 
all of the New T estam ent 
writings we have today were 
accepted into the canon.

Among the most interested 
spectators at the recent ec­ 
clesiastical trial of an Episco­ 
pal 
priest 
charged 
with 
disobeying 
his 
bishop 
by 
allowing 
an 
improperly 
or­ 
dained woman to preside at 
Holy Communion were some 
Roman Catholic women. 
The women believe that the 
outcome of the controversy in 
the Episcopal church could well 
have some bearing on what 
happens within Roman Cath­ 
olicism. 
Although no one is holding 
their breath in expectation of 
women’s 
ordination 
to 
the 
Catholic priesthood, voices urg­ 
ing such a move are getting 
stronger and more militant. 
One of the defense’s wit­ 
nesses in the Episcopal trial, 
for example, was Dr. Rose­ 
mary Radford Ruether, Roman 
Catholic theologian. 
Mrs. Ruether testified that 
despite the official church’s 
rejection of the idea of women 
priests, there was a growing 
consensus 
among 
Catholic 
theologians favoring ordination 
of women to the priesthood. 
Pope Paul "VI recently reite­ 
rated the church’s official stand 
against 
the 
ordination 
of 
women noting that they did 
“not receive the call Iq the 
apostolate of the Twelve and 
therefore 
to 
the 
ordained 
m inistries...” 
“We 
cannot 
change 
the 
behavior of Our Lord nor His 
call to women,” the Pope said, 
“but we must recognize and 
promote the role of women in 
the mission of evangelization 
and in the life of the Christian 
community.” 
While the Pope’s statement 
seemed to many to even more 
firmly close the door on the 
issue of women’s ordination, 
not everyone took it that way. 
A group of women who have 
called a conference to plan 
strategy for women’s ordination 
said they welcomed the state­ 
ment. 
“The Holy Father has invited 
the Church to continue reflect­ 
ing on the scriptural basis for 
ministry, but only as it is 
interpreted 
in 
'the 
living 
tradition of the Church.’ The 
November Conference will show 
just how alive that tradition 
really is.” 
According to those calling the 
November conference, which is 
expected 
to 
bring 
together 
some 600 to 700 participants, 
the meeting will focus “on the 
ordination of women to priest­ 
hood as epitomizing a long 
prevailing inequity.” 
“So 
long 
as 
women 
are 
excluded from ordination their 


participation in the sacram en­ 
tal life and ministry of the 
Church can only be a secondary 
and 
auxiliary, 
reflecting 
a 
theological view of them as 
diminished persons, deficient 
recipients of the sacraments of 
initiation,” the sponsors said in 
a statement of philosophy. 
At the same time, the women 
who have called the conference, 
have indicated it not be just a 
forum for talking about the 
issue but will be for those “who 
wish to move the issue beyond 
the level of speculation to that 
of 
responsible and 
creative 
action toward new models of 
ministry.” 
To 
even 
speak 
of 
the 
ordination of women 
“is in 
effect to speak of transform a­ 
tion in the very concept of 
priestly ministry,” they said. 
In 
their 
commitment 
to 
action over rhetoric, the women 
could create the sharpest crisis 
in the Catholic church since the 
first winds of renewal that 
came with the Second Vatican 
Council a decade ago.

American dem onstrations that 
included seizure of the U.S. 
AID com pound in V ientiane, 
U.S. officials have bowed to 
dem ands that they shut down 
all aid program s in Laos. 
This capitulation didn’t set 
well with 
many 
Americans, 
among them Commodore Claus 
von Frigate (ret.), chairrnai>.,of 
Foreign Aid Forever, a private 
group that plumps for world­ 
wide American assistance pro­ 
gram s. 
Von 
Frigate 
was 
fairly 
seething when I solicited him 
for comment on the ending of 
aid to Laos. 
“We didn’t let Cambodia get 
away with confiscating one of 
our
